1. The ſcandalous and unjuſt Invaſons 
of Property— by which Printers and 


BookſeHers now make ITnroads upon 
one another, and upon Authors, with 
the ſame Honeſty and Freedom, as 
plundering on the High-Way would be 
done, it there were no Law againſt 
Robbery ; and this is an Evil o tatal, 
and fo jult a Reproach to a well-go- 
vern'd Nation, that it is a moſt un- 
accountable Thing, by what ill Fate 
the Attempts tv reQity it have hither- 
to been rendred Abortive. 

2, The great Diſcouragement this is to 
Learning 'and Induſtry, by which 
Means already the beſt Writers of this 
Age have laid down and deſpair'd; be- 
ing not willing to ſpend thejr Days and 
Labour to be devoured by*Thieves 
and all the mighty Works of this Age 
are ſumm'd up in the paultry Colle- 
&tons of Bookſellers, and Hackneys ew-
